We are advised 
that any éfforts to freeze us out for the 
benefit of the trust would be quickly dealt 
with by the courts and that any minority 
holdings cannot be destroyed for the bene- 
fit of the trvust.’”’

An Off Day for the Legislators. 


Washington and Baltimore, was close be- 
hind on another track running at a high 
rate of speed. Before it could be flagged, 
it ran into the wreckage of the freight 
train, which had spread over its track. The 
engine, mail car, two baggage cars and 
four sleepers were derailed. The passen- 
gers, though considerably shaken up, es- 
caped with few bruises. The train crew, 
however, were not so” fortunate, Joseph 
Meegan, forty-nine years old, of Jersey 
City, engineer of the express, and his fire- 
man; H. W. Chichester, also of Jersey City...

The 
first four cars were telescoped and crash- 
ed down a fifteen-foot embankment at the 
right. The first car was a mall car, con- 
taining clerks who were unhurt, Next 
came Adams’s express car, and then a 
heavy Pullman coach, containing ten pas- 
sengers. The fifth car, which was also a 
Pullman, went off the track, but it did not 
go down the embankment. Thé next three 
Pullmans kept the track. 

Passengers who were in the telescoped 
Pullman were asleep in their berths at the 
time, with two exceptions. They were 
thrown out of their beds violently, and 
awoke to find themselves hemmed § in. 
Lights had gone out, and the gas escaping 
added to their horror. They heard the 
cries of the frightened and injured, and 
when they found egress cut off at the front 
and rear doors, broke through the windows 
and crawled out to the ground. 

The attention of passengers in the rear 
cars was directed tto the engineer and fire- 
man of the passenger engine. They found 
that they could not get near the engineer, 
who was buried in a heap of debris, Steam 
escaped in hissing clouds from the engine, 
and it was apparent at once that whoever 
were in the wreck were dead.

He Tried To Find the Wily Insur- 
gent Chief, but Maceo Was Too 
Shrewd and Kept Out of 
the Way—Coloma To 
Be Executed. 


New York, November 25.—The Ward line 
steamship City of Washington, which ar- 
rived today from Havana, brought some 
interesting news of the engagement which 
occurred recently near Mount Rubia be- 
tween the Spanish troops and the insur- 
gent forces, headed by General Maceo, 

Last Saturday the government organ, La 
Lacha, called for trains to convey 1,000 
wounded and sick soldiers from Candelaria 
to Havana. This was the first intimation 
that had been received that the engage- 
ment had been serious in its results. 

One of the passengers on the City of 
Washington, who, for obvious reasons, did 
not wish to have his name mentioned, 
gave an interesting account of how the 
battle was fought, and this to a great ex- 
tent, it is thought, explains why General 
Weyler returned to Havana so soon. 

‘Mount Rubia ig twenty-six miles west of 
seerene, eed enech senten sviee Sle it 
northern coast of the island _ General 
Weyler had spread his trocha across the 
island in its narrowest part to prevent 
Maceo's forces. moving toward the east. 
into three detachments, one of 5,000 men, 
‘another of 10,000 and the third of 20,000, 
the latter being led by General Weyler 
himself. These detachments moved to 
ward the mountains from different diréc~- 
tions, 

The detachment of 6,000 reached the 
mountain first, and after heavy fighting 
was repulsed by Maceo’s forces, with 700 
wounded and it is not known how many 
dead. When the second detachment of 10,- 
000 men, under command of General Echa- 
gue, arrived and began to storm the moun- 
tain they found that the enemy had dis- 
appeared. General Weyler, who approach- 
ed from the trocha, did not have a chance 


to smell powder. 

Details are lacking, but it appears that 
Maceo had another engagement west of 
Mount Rubia, in which 1,000 of the Spanish 
troops were injured. 

Five hundred of the wounded were 
brought into Havana by rail and 200 were 
brought by water, leaving 1,000 sick and 
wounded on the field. 

‘Weyler’s failure to locate Maceo would 
appear to have been the cause of his hasty 
return to Havana. 


COLOMA TO BE PUT TO DEATH, 


Havana, November 25.—Antonio Lopez 
Coloma, who was at the head of the revo- 
lutionists In the province of Matanzas 
when the present insurrection in Cuba 
broke out, has been condemned to death 
for the crimes of rebellion and homicide. 
He is to be executed at the Cabanas fort- 
ress. 

Coloma, who headed the insurgents in the 
Matanzas province, where the insurrection 
was suppressed after about six weeks’ fight- 
ing through the activity of the Spanish 
authorities, surrendered, together with 
many other of the rebels upon the strength 
of a publication of amnesty made by Cap- 
tain General Calleja. 

In the cases of nearly all the others who 
gave themselves up, the captain general’s 
promise was made good and they wére set 
at liberty. Coloma, however, in spite of the 
promise of amnésty made to him, was not 


released, he being looked upon as one of 


the leaders and organizers of the rebellion. 
Instead, he was sent to Morro castle, 
where he has been confined for over a year 
and a half awaiting a decision in his case, 
The authorities until recently made no 
attempt to inflict upon him any more se- 
vere punishment than imprisonment.

GALLOWAY’S LAST LETTER. | 


WROTE TO HIS SWEETHEART THE 
DAY HE WAS INJURED.

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“Body Was Turned Over to the Ana- 
fomical Board Yesterday—His 
People Not Heard From. 


The body of Hugh Galloay, who died at 
the hospital Tuesday afternoon, was turn- 
éd over to the anatomical board yesterday 
and has been embalmed. It will probably 
be used for dissecting purposes in one of 
the local medical colleges. 

Galloway’s home is in Mayo, Tenn,, a 
small village nar Knoxville. Nothing has‘ 
been heard from his people since his death. 
No official notification has been sent them. 

It was discovered from the papers found 
in Galloway’s pocket Wednesday that he 
arrived in this city on last Friday, the day 
he was picked up on the railroad tracks 
fatally injured. He was evidently engaged 
to a Miss Alexander in his Tennessee home 
for he had written her the following letter 
dated the day he was injured: 

“Miss Lucinthia Alexander—Dear Friend: 
This is the farst time in life to hav’ the 
pleasur’ to write you a few lines. I came 
heré today, but if I don’t com’ home to 
marry you I will almost, so you just look 
for me. I told you I wus going of, but 
you. didn’t beleive it and I didn’t beleive 
it to til I was gone. I had a fine time in 
Atlanta today. If I can’t get ther Sunday 
you tell Miss Bell fox howdy fore me. If 
I kan’t get any work here I will come 
home so look for me. Yow Kant rit to me 
fore I hant got no home. I will close fer 
this time. HUGH GALLOWAY.”

COURT OFFICIALS’ SALARIES UNCHANGED 


Most of the Members Leave for Home 
for Thanksgiving Day—Arrang- 
ing for Inauguration Ball. 


Montgomery, Ala., November 25.—(Special.) 
The house of representatives did a big day's 
work today. It passed the general appro- 
priations bill by cutting off a good many 
corners saved a good many thousands of 
dollars to the state of Alabama. The only 
materially increased appropriation provided 
was one of $15,000 per year for the support 
of the White Girls’ Industrial school at 


. Montevallo, The appropriation for this in- 


stitution for the past two years has been 
$5,000 per annum. 

Mr. Altman, of Jefferson, championed the 
measure, advanced it at the right time and 
place in ‘tthe consideration of the bill, and 
deserves abundant credit for his effective 
work in its interests, a motion to make 
the appropriation $10,000 instead of $15,000, 
being defeated. 

The following business was disposed of in 
the house, after the reading of the journal: 

Mr, Eiland introduced a bill providing 
that tramways, pole roads, canals and 
ditches in use by mill men should be sub- 
ject to taxation. 

Mr. Killebrew introduced a bill which 
seeks to provide that it shall be lawful for 
all persons in this state who are over fifty- 
five years of age to peddle without li- 
cense on foot, horseback or in a wagon, any 
article or commodity manufactured, grown 
or produced in or out of the state, provided 
they shall have been residents of the state 
for more than a year. 

Mr. Henley, of Escambia county, intro- 
duced a bill seeking to repeal the revenue 
law passed by the last legislature. His 
bill provides no remedy or substitute. 

Mr. Waller, of Hale, introduced a bill 
providing for the payment by the state to 
Troop D, of the first squadron of cavalry, 
$125. The troop, it appears, while in the 
service of the state, contributed to the ac- 
cidenta] killing of a horse which was hired 
by the troop and was forced to pay $125 
damages to the owner. 

Mr. Green, of Jefferson, by request intro- 
duced two bills for the democrats of Dale 
county, seeking to establish a board of rev- 
enue in that county and to more effectually 
secure competent and well qualified jurors. 
The democrats of Dale complain that their 
county commissioners, who are elected by 
the people and who are all populists, are 
not managing the affairs of the county to 
the interests of all of the people, and that 
the jury boxes are being filled almost -ex- 
clusively from the members of one political 
panty. The bill provides that the governor 
shall appoint the board of revenue. 

Colonel Altman introduced a bill provid- 
ing for the incorporation of the Life and 
Accident Association, of Birmingham, Ala. 
C. F. Enslen, W. J. Simmons, J. R. P. Dur- 
ham, E. Erswell, J. M. Ornald, J. H. Bol- 
ton, L, P. Fleming and J. M. Dunklin are 
the incorporators. The Dus:ness of the pro- 
posed association is to insure individuals, 
firms or corporations against loss or dam- 
age that may arise from personal injuries 
or death... It is organized on the plan of 
the average accident insurance company. 
The capital stock is $50,000. 

Mr. Green introduced a Dill providing 
that section 4143 of the code be amended to 
read: “Any person or corporation who 
makes, emits, signs or countersigns or 
causes or proposes to be made, emitted, 
signed or countersigned, without authority 
of law, any paper or instrument or thing 
to answer the purpose of money or for 


general circulation or that is not trans- { 


ferable or that is payable toranything but 
lawful money or with the agreement or 
understanding that the drawee of any order 
or drafts or checks shall pay to the drawee 
thereof any return commission or rebate 
in the amount of said draft, order or 
check must, on conviction, be fined not 
more than $500 and may be sentenced to 
hard labor for a year.” 

Mr. Hibbard offered a bill providing that 
$19,000 of the 2 per cent fund now in the 
treasury be appropriated to ald in securing 
the location of a line of railroad from the 
Alabama-Florida state line northwestward- 
ly, crossing the Warrior at or near Demop- 
olis, as surveyed by 8.

sioners in the matter. 

Mr. Jenkins introduced a bill providing 
that the township trustees in the state 
shall not contract with any teacher of a 
public school for a term of less than five 
months. 

Mr. Rodgers introduced a Dill providing 
a fine of $500 and six months’ imprison- 
ment for cutting, girdling or boxing any

Clerks’ Salaries Cut. 

The general appropriations bill being the 
special order for 11 o’clock, was taken up 
and considered seriatim. A general re- 
duction in the salaries of the clerks in all 
the departments was instituted, but no ef- 
fort was made to reduce the salaries of the 
heads of any of the departments. 

The governor's salary was left at $3,000. 

The other salaries were fixed as follows: 

Secretary of state, $1,800. 

State auditor, $1,800. 

State treasurer, $2,100. 

Attorney general, $2,500. 

Superintendent of education, $2,000. 

Private secretary to the governor, $1,500. 

The salary of the governor’s recording 
secretary was reduced from $1,800 to $1,000. 

The salary of the clerk to the secretary 
of state was allowed to remain at $1,000. 

The auditor was allowed four clerks—one 
at $1,500 and three at $1,000 each—instead 
of, as heretofore, one at $1,500, one at $1,300 
and. two at $1,200 each. 

The state treasurer was allowed one clerk 
at $1,500 and one at $1,000; instead of one 
at $1,600 and one at $1,900, as suggested by 
the appropriations committee. 

The superintendent of education was al- 
lowed the same amount for clerical assist- 
ance—$2,250. 

After a vigorous tight, the salary of the 
attorney general’s clerk was left at $600. 

The governor’s messenger was allowed 
$300, the amount he now receives. 

The compensation of the four watchmen 
at the cap‘tol was reduced from $900 to $600 
each. This proposition provoked a long 
discussion. Somebody finally mquired what 
the necessity for having four watchmen 
was. Another member suggested that they 
were necessary to Keep the citizens of Bir- 
mingham from moving the capital there. 
Mr. Hibbard then introduced this substi- 
tute: “That $25 be appropriated to pur- 
chase necessary cables and anchors to hold 
the capitol in its present position, and pre- 
vent the enterprising citizens’ of Birming- 
ham from carrying the building to their 
eity.” | 

The substitute provoked great merriment; 
but was tabled.

Senator Pettus’s Election Announced. 

A joint session of tthe two bodies of the 
assembly was held at noon for the purpose 
of receiving the announcement by the pres- 
ident of the senate of the election of Gen- 
eral Edmund Winston Pettus to the United 
States senate from the state of Alabama 
to succeed Senator Pugh, whose term ex- 
pires March 1, 1897. That portion of the 
journals of both houses relating to the 
election in each house on yesterday was 
read and President Sayre made the official 
announcement of General Pettus’s election. 

The caucus then proceeded to the elec- 
tion of a solicitor for the city court of An- 
niston, Mr. Wiley C. Tunstall being unan- 
imously elected. 

Almost $600,000 in Debt. 

The joint committee appointed to exam- 
ine into and report the financial condition 
of the state treasury and what condition 
the state’s exchequer would be in on Jan- 
uary 1, 1897, reported, giving the situation 
in detail, An abstract of the report is that 
on January Ist the condition of the treas- 
ury will be as follows: Assets, $458,789.33; li- 
abilities, $1,026,855.17. This would leave a 
defic’t of $568,065.84, which Governor-elect 
Jchmston will have to commence immedi- 
ately to deal with. |

Governor Oates has anmounced the fol- 
lowing appointment of trustees of the State 
university: William Richardson, of Madi- 
son, for a term ending March 1, 1897, vice 
R. B. Rhett resigned; Willis G. Clark, of 
Mobile, and John H. Caldwell, of Calhoun, 
and L. Stansell, of Pickens, for terms end- 
iwz March 1, 1900.

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Suicide of Richard Cherry Yesterday, 
at Albany. 


-HAD BEEN ON A LONG SPREE 


Purchased Bottle of Morphine, Swal- 
lowed the Contents and Shortly, 
Afterwards Was Dead. 


; 


Albany, Ga., November 25.—(Special.)— 
Richard E. Cherry died at the home of his 
nother, Mrs, Georgia A. Cherry, at half 
past 3 o’clock this morning, from the effects 
of a dose of morphine which was evidently 
taken with suicidal intent. His suicide was 
due to a condition of mental and physical 
wretchedness brought on by dissipation, 
and his death is a peculiarly sad one from 
more than one point of consideration. Mr. 
Cherry was a well-known young news- 
paper man, having been connected with the 
local press, first as a printer and latterly 
as a reporter. Since his boyhood, until 
quite recently, he did the editorial and re- 
portorial wcrk on The Penny Press, of 
which bis brother, Walter I. Cherry, is 
publisher. His dissipation had frequently 
incapacitated him for his work, and while 
his brother had occasion at times to 
remonstrate with him, he held on to him 
with true brotherly devotion until a few 
days ago, when there was a rupture in a 
business way only and the following an- 
nouncement was published: 

“Fer reasons best known to myself, I 
wish to say that I am no longer connected 
with The Penny Press. I desire to express 
my heartfelt thanks to those persons who 
have been so kind and solicitous to me 
and assure them that they will ever be held 
in grateful remembrance. 

“R. E, CHERRY.” 


Since the publication of this announce- 
ment, up to the time of his death, Mr. 
Cherry had been drinking heavily, and it 
is now recalled by several that he threaten- 
ed to kill himself. Lagt night he was out 
in town until about 11 o’clock, when he 
went home somewhat under the influence 
of liquor and morphine together. He had 
procured a bottle @ morphine at a drug 
store and taken a large dose of it before 
reaching home. His sister met him at the 
door and he informed her after she got 
him ints the house that he was “dead’’ 
or “as good as dead.” 

The mother was aroused, and towether the 
mother and sister managed to get the mor- 
phine bottle, which still had some of the 
deadly dug in it from him, but when the 
mother went into amother room to call 
Walter Cherry, Richard forcibly got hold 
of the bottle again and swallowed more 
morphine despite the struggling efforts of 
his sister to prevent him. 

Walter Cherry at once went for a physi- 
citn, but it was some time before he suc- 
ceeded in finding one. Finally, Drs. J. W. 
Gillipsie and P. L. Hilsman both arrived 
and went to work to save the patient, who 
was then in a stupor from which he could 
not be aroused. Everything possible was 
done by the physicans,but all to no avail, 
as they said he hed evidently taken enough 
of morphine to kill twenty men and was 
too far gone when they reached him. 

Richard Cherry was about twenty-six 
years old and was a bright young man of 
pleasing address and manners. The fun- 
eral tock place this afternoon. 


WILL DEMAND A SPEEDY TRIAL. 


Friends of Spencer Think He Was Jus- 
tified in Killing His Uncle. 

Selma, Ala., November 25.—(Special.)— 
The cage of John Spencer, the boy who 
killed his uncle, J. C. Campbell, near Mas- 
sfllon, a few days since, has taken a 
new turn. Spencer fled and was caught 
and jailed in Talladega, but was subse- 
quently released. His friends here were 
advised that he was still in fear of the law 
and would perhaps again flee. They swore 
out a warrant and wired the sheriff of 
Talladega county to rearrest him. A depu- 
ty sheriff has gone after him. His friends 
will see that he has a prompt trial and 
believe he will come clear. When the boy 
shot Campbell he was savagely choking 
his sister, Spencer’s aunt, and also threat- 
ened his’ life.

Are They Asleep? 
_ Are the trustees of the State Univer- 
Sity asleep; or are they paying proper 
attention to the very importaut detail 
of having none but the right kind of 
material in charge of every department 
of that famous old institution? 

The Harmony Grove Bcho is the name 
of a weekly publication—by courtesy 
called a newspaper—whose residence is 
Harmony Grove, Ga. It has at the top 
of its editorial colimns the name of Dr. 
B. F. Riley, “Professor of English, Uni- 
versity of Georgia,” as its editor, and as 
this name heads the two whose names 
are linked, it is to be presumed that Dr. 
Riley is responsible for the editorial on 
the senatorial contest, In which Geor- 
gia’s new senator is referred to as fol- 


lows: 

It is now Senator Alexander Stephens 
Clay. Verily, this is a day of small 
men. Whatever may be said in Senator 
Clay’s favor (and there are many things 
which might and should be said), in the 
‘éstimation of ‘The Echo he is the small- 
est piece of senatorial timber that ever 
represented the Empire State of the 
South in the upper house of congress. 

rhis is not only untrue, doing injustice 
to the distinguished young Georgian 
who has been elected to the senate, but 
even if there were foundation for it, it 
would be none of Professor Riley’s bus- 
iness, especially while the University 
is seeking ‘help from the very legislature 
which elected Mr. Clay. 

The trustees should call off some of 
the mouthy professors—they are talking 
and writing altogether too much. They 
are injuring the university. 

The Prophets of the East. 

The Constitution is of the opirion that 
the leading gold standard oracles and 
organs are entirely mistaken as to the 
kind and character of the prosperity 
that the people expect and desire. The 
announcements that these oracles and 
organs have made and are making are 
not at all satisfactory. According to 
these prophets, we are already in the 
midst of a most tremendous business 
and industrial boom, and as a proof of 
it, they print long lists of factories and 
shops that have opened up since McKin- 
ley’s election. 

Now this is a matter that will not bear 
exaggeration. The sensational twists 
.that our metropolitan contemporaries 
give to petty crimes and misdemeanors 
in New York city cannot be effectively 
applied to the conditions that make for 
prosperity.

Nor 
would we have it understood that our 
comments on the absurd exaggerations 
to be found in some of the newspaps 
are aimed at Mr. McKinley and the re- 
publicans. It sill be some months yet 
before the party which the people have 
indorsed will be given an oppo: ‘unity to 
arrange its programme, and even when 
that is done some time must elapse be- 
fore the republican policy can haye any 
effect on business. 

The republican promises, towerer, are 
quite distinct from those made by the 
gold standard oracles and organs. ‘I hese 
oracles and organs declared over and 
again that the election of Mr. Mchiuley 
would be an indorsement of the gd 
standard, and that this fact, of itself, 
would “restore confidence,” and restore 
prosperity at once. We now invice them 
to show us some substantial evidence 
that they are not false prophets. 


Mr. Knowles’s Good Work. 

No more creditable piece of work has 
been done by any member of the legis- 
lature than that done by Hon. Clarence 
Knowles in securing a favorable report 
on his bill calling for an appropriation 
of $25,000 for the Technological school. 

The measure was given a careful hear- 
ing by the finance committee, which re- 
turned it to the house with a favorable 
recommendation by practically unani- 
mous vote of its members. 

Those who are not acquainted with the 
details of legislation, and who do not 
understand the difficulties in the way of 
securing a favorable report upon any 
measure containing an appropriation, 
will probably not be inclined to give 
Mr. Knowles the full credit which be- 
longs to ‘him for his good work; but to 
those who have had insight into the 
workings of legislation. and who know 
the hard road any measure of this kind 
has to travel to secure a favorable re- 
port, the efforts of Mr. Knowles will be 
thoroughly appreciated. for they reflect 
much credit on his ability as a legisla- 
tor. 

We hope the general assembly will 
pass the bill. No institution in the state 
has accomplished better results in a 
practical way than the Technological 
school, and its management should re- 
ceive the cordial support of the state in 
their effort to establish the school on a 
basis which, ‘in the efficiency of its 
course, will make it second to no institu- 
tion of its kind in the country. 
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President Harrison. 

The Philadelphia Press is very much 
exercised over the future political estate 
of ex-President Harrison. 

Under the fear that he might possibly 
fall heir to one of the cabinet plums 
which Mr. McKinley’ will distribute 
next March, The Press comes out in a 
lengthy editorial and endeavors to show 
that Mr. Harrison cannot, with justice 
to himself, accept a cabinet portfolio. 
In the judgment of The Philadelphia 
Press it would never do for the ex-presi- 
dent to occupy a subordinate seat in the 
cabinet after having once filled the chair 
of its presiding officer. 

In such a position he would be respon- 
sible to his superior officer and not to 
the people. On this account it would be 
in the nature of a compromise with his 
dignity as a former president of the 
United States to accept a position under 
the incoming administration. Of course 
this objection, from its very nature, 
applies with equaly as much force to a 
foreign mission as it does to a cabinet 
portfolio. 

But while the dignity of the ex-presi- 
dent is superior to these positions, it is 
not, in the opinion of The Philadelphia 
Press, superior to a seat in the United 
States senate. With great earnestness, 
therefore, it urges the claims of Mr. 
Harrison to a seat in that high forum 
and declares that the state of Indiana 
could not be represented by a worthier 
statesman, 

That Mr. Harrison will be a candidate 
for the senate is already given out by 
some of the Indiana papers. AS a repub- 
lican will be elected to succeed Senator 
Voorhees, Mr. Harrison has only to 
speak the word and the foga will be 
conferred upon him.

Weyler’s Return. 

It is natural that the Cuban patriots 
should feel and express elation over 
the sudden and mysterious return of 
the great Captain General Weyler ‘from 
his headquarters in the field to his head- 
quarters in Havana. 

The departure of the great captain 
general from Havana to take command 
of the army in the field was trumpeted 
about by the Spaniards as an announce. 
ment that the insurrection would soon 
be crushed. It was declared by way of 
Madrid that the departure of Genera] 
Weyler for the seat of war meant that a 
crisis had arrived in Cuban af. 
fairs, and Spain, roused at last, 
would show the world that she 
still retained her military vigor 
and spirit. General Weyier departed 
for the field with the understanding 
that he was either to rout and disperse 
the Cubans under Maceo, or prepare to 
return to Spain in disgrace. 

Thus heralded and trumpeted Genera] 
Weyler proceeded to Pinar del Rio, where 
Maceo lay, and began ‘his campaign. For 
the first few days the most glowing ac. 
counts were sent out (by way of Madrid) 
of Weyler’s progress. The rebels fled be- 
fore him wherever he made his appear- 
ance, and all that was necessary for 
the complete success of the Spanish 
cause was for some one to catch Maceo 
and hold him until the great captain 
general could get at him. 

But Maceo had other views. He with- 
drew his forces into the mountain re 
gions of Pinar del Rio and there awreited 
the advance of the Spaniards. But Wey- 


ler did not care to follow. He learned 
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competition prize to 
ceeded in picking the captain general 
off his horse. | 

The sudden return of General 
Weyler to Havana, is, therefore, 
in the nature of an announcement 
that his campaign is a most disastrous 
failure. Coupling this disaster to the 
Spanish arms, for it is nothing less, with 
the announcement that Gomez, the 
grim old Cuban warrior whose w here- 
abouts have not been known for some 
time, is about to enter the province of 
Havana with an army of 35,000 men, it 
may be confidently stated that nothing 
at the present moment stands in the way 
of Cuban liberty but a declaration by 
the United States in behalf of Ouban 
independence. 

Why should this not be done? The 
sole reason that can be given for non- 
action by this government is that a few 
inconsequental business interests in 
Wall street-will be disturbed. And this 
is no reason at all, for if business con- 
siderations are to prevail, they point di- 
rectly and unmistakably to intervention 
in behalf of the Cubams by this govern- 
ment; for the trade and commerce that 
have been practically wiped out, and the 
American interests that have been 
wrecked or that are in imminent danger 
of destruction are a thousand times 
more important to the people of this 
country than all the speculative inter- 
ests of Wail street, real or imaginary. 

It is well known that all the facts in 
the case have been placed clearly before 
Mr. Cleveland by Consul General Fitz- 
hugh Lee. The president knows, if he 
has paid any attention to the larger and 
more important issues involved, that po- 
litically and commercially Cuba is a 
definite part of the American republic, 
and that it should be treated as such. 
What is to prevent Mr. Cleveland from 
sending a message to congress (as a con- 
temporary suggests and as Consul Gen- 
eral Lee has probably advised) recom- 
mending that, in the event the Spanish 
government does not end the war by 
January 1st, this government should in- 
terfere? 

It is too late now fora recognition of 

Cuba’s belligerent rights. Such a decla- 
ration would now be more beneficial to 
Spain than to Cuba, for it would relieve 
her of the restraint of responsibility 
that the law now plaices on her. 
Will Mr. Cleveland act promptly in the 
matter, or will he leave Mr. McKinley to 
reap all the honors of bringing about 
an intervention by this government in 
behalf of Cuba? 


, 


International Military Operations. 

Although the present year has been 
disturbed by numerous hostile engage- 
ments throughout the world, it is re 
markable to note that, from a military 
point of view, the results have been 
unimportant. 

In Cuba, for example, the situation re- 
mains unaltered. Notwithstanding the 
vigorous tactics of General Weyler and 
the number of victories which he has 
gained on paper, the island is still un- 
subdued, while the insurgents are even 
more determined than ever to throw off 
the Spanish yoke. With respect to the 
Philippine islands, but little is known 
at this juncture, as the revolution has 
been in active progress for only a few 
weeks. 

Since the termination of hostilities be- 
tween China and Japan the peace of 
Asia has remained unbroken, and the 
only theaters of actual warfare during 
the year have been in Africa and the 
Spanish colonies. In the southern part 
of the dark continent the raid upon the 
Dutch republic and the Matabele upris- 
ing were the principal evenfs of the year. 
The former conflict, if such it may be 
called, was the outgrowth of a feud be- 
tween the German and English settlers 
of south Africa, while the latter was a 
rising up of native Africans against the 
whites. 

Between Italy and Abyssinia a state of 
open warfare has existed during the 
greater part of the year. On terms hu- 
miliating to the pride of Italy a treaty 
of peace has been signed within the past 
few days which lowers the curtain upon 
that tragic drama and fastens the stig- 
ma of defeat upon Italy’s ambitious pol}- 
cy. In all likelihood the bloodiest en- 
gagement of the year was the battle of 
Adowa, fought between the Italians and 
Abyssinians. 

As to the British expedition into the 
Soudan nothing has been accomplished, 
Under the command of Sir Herbert 
Kitchener a splendid military force set 
out for the African interior during the 
early part of the present year. The 
British commander has chiefly occupied 
his time in making a study of the coun- 
try, and with the exception of Dongola, 
which readily yielded to the strength of 
his disciplined troops, but little blood 
has been shed on African soil as the 
fruit of the expedition. 

There has been some talk of war be. 
tween the United States and England, 
but the latter’s recognition of the Mon- 
roe doctrine has effectually put a stop 
to that rumor. In Europe the mutter- 
ings of strife have likewise been heard, 
but up to the present time there is no 
immediate prospect of war. 

Such is a bird’s-eye view of the mili- 
tary operations of the year. In con- 
sideration of the progress which has 
been attained in the science of warfare 
it is a matter of congratulation that no 
greater disasters have occurred.

EDITORIAL COMMENT, 


Mr. George W. G. Ferris, the inventor 
of the Ferris wheel, who died a few 
days ago, was a native of Galesburg, IIl., 
and was only thirty-seven yéars old at the 
time of his death. He was educated at 
the Troy Polytechnic institute, graduating 
from that institution in 1878 with the degree 
of batchelor of civil engimeering. In 1892 
Mr. Ferris conceived the idea of the Ferris 
wheel. He consulted the best engineers of 
the country, but they shook their heads 
and said the wheel would not revolve. 
Ferris had faith in his idea and worked it 
out. When the wheel was ready to start 
he was afraid to go to Chicago. He told 
his partners he feared accident, and did 
not want to be there when it happened. 
It is said he received $100,000 as his share 
of the profits. After the fair closed the 
whee] was not the success expected. When 
it was seized by Sheriff Pease about ten 
days ago Mr. Ferris was greatly affected. 
It is thought this action partly caused the 
illness that resulted in his death.

There was quite a lively discussion ih 
the house of representatives yesterday on 
the question of adjournment until tomorrow 
on account of Thanksgiving Day. It was 
finally decided to observe the holiday and 
there will be no session of the house to- 
day. 

The debate came up on a motion made by 
Mr. Fletcher Johnson, of Hall county. 
After the house had cleared the clerk’s desk 
of business and members had introduced 
the usual daily run of bills, Mr. Johnson 
said that there was no quorum present 
and whould not be today because members 
of committees were out of the city, and 
he moved that the house adjourn until 
Friday morning. 

Mr. Fogarty, of Richmond county, op- 
posed the motion to adjourn over and he 
Was supported by Mr. Branch, of Columbia, 
the populist leader of the house. Mr. Fo- 
garty declared that the house ought to 
remain in session and transact the public 
business, which was accumulating and he 
said in view of the fact that little had been 
done so far and that the session was al- 
ready half over he thought no further time 
should be lost. 

Mr. Fogarty and Mr. Johnson Hitch. 

Mr, Fogarty and Mr. Johnson hitched 
on a point of order and Mr. Fogarty said 
he was not responsible for Mr. Johnson’s 
density. 

Mr. Branch saw an opportunity to make 
@ point an the democrats, and he made a 
rather lively speech, accusing the house 
democrats with delaying the public business 
and declaring that nothing could be done 
on account of the junketing trips of com- 
mittees, refering to the committee on luna- 
tic asylum and committee on penitentiary, 
both of whiich left the city yesterday morn- 
ing, leaving the house without a quorum. 
The populist said adjournment ought not 
to be taken and h® opposed the motion of 
Mr. Johnson. 

None of His Business. 

'Mr. Fogarty offered an amendment to 
Mr. Johnson's motion by substituting 10 
o’clock this morning for 10 o’clock Friday 
morning and a preliminary scrap resulted, 
the question being on the privilege of 
members to debate the amendment. Speak- 
er Jenkins was in the chair and he was 
compelled to call both Mr. Branch and Mr. 
Johnson to order for making personal al- 
lusions to each other in the course of the 
discussion. The substance of the squabble 
was that Mr. Johnson asked Mr. Branch if 
he would attend a session of the house if 
it was held on Thanksgiving Day and Mr. 
Branch said it was none of Mr. Johnson’s 
business. 

The gentleman from Hall and Mr. Branch 
have met in the arena of debaté before dur- 
ing the session and they go at each other 
with drawn swords. The house applauded 
both members when a ‘point woulQ be 
made by either. Mr. Johnson finally décid- 
ed to withdraw his motion, but members ob- 
jected and it was put and adopted. 

Quorum Was Not Present. 


When Speaker Jenkins called the house 
to order there was not a quorum present, 
the departure of the two committees men- 
tioned leaving only a few dozen members 
in the city. For that reason no attempt 
was made to pass bills and the session of 
the house was devoted to the introduction 
of new bills and the second reading of 
bills on the clerk’s desk. Several dozen 
bills were read the second time and they 
are now ready for the third reading and 

e. 

The finance committee reported back the 
bill to appropriate $25,000 to the trustees 
of the Georgia School of Technology for 
the purpose of erecting a new dormitory 
and equipping the electrical department of 
the institution. An account of the action 
of the committee appeared in yesterday’s 
Constitution, 

Committee Report Bills. 

Mr. Fogarty, of Richmond, chairman of 
the special judiciary committee, reported 
back about a dozen bills referred to his 
committee. Nearly all of the bills are 
local measures and are recommended fa- 
vyoraby. Mr. Fogarty’s committee has re- 
ported many more Dills back to the house 
than any other committee and the commit- 
tee has been complimented for its prompt 
work. — 

Mr. Charters, of Lumpkin coumty, chair- 
man of the railroad committee, reported 
back with a recommendation that it do 
pass, the resolution introduced by Mr. 
Bowden, of Habersham, several days ago, 
authorizing the governor to relinquish all 
claims of the state on the property of the 
Blue Ridge and Atlantic railroad. 

University Committee Reports. 

Mr. G. C. Thomas, of Clarke county, 
chairman of the special committee appoint- 
ed several days ago to visit the State uni- 
versity and State Normal school at Athens, 
submitted the repart of that committee to 
the house yesterday. The report coveres 
the recommendations of the committee and 
it is favorable to the institution men- 
tioned. 

The report recites that the university 
was found to be in @ prosperous and 
satisfactory condition. It says that the 
university compares favorably with other 
institutions of the kind. The committee 
was impreésed with the 
work and good done at institution. 

The committee says additional rooms are 
needed, especially for lectures and labora- 
tory purposes. The committee says the 
university has grown from a simple col- 
lege to a complex university and that ad- 
ditional room is badly needed. It is assert- 
ed that the students and teachers are

me committee recommends that $30,000 be 
appropriated for the purpose_ of erecting 
new buildings and equipping them. 

The committee makes a favorable report 
on the visit to the normal and recom- 
mends that $20,000 be appropriated to erect 
mew buildings for the institution.

COUNCILMEN TO GET .$300 


Board Members Will Receive Small 
Salaries for Their Time. 


SEXTON’S SALARY WAS FIXED AT $1,200 


Resolution Passed To Ask Legislature 
To Amend City Charter So As To 


Provide for Salary Changes. 


The squabble over the salaries of council- 
men and aldermen of Attlanta is at an end | 
at last. 

Three hundred dollars a year will be the 
pay of the city father in the future. This 
action was decided upon yesterday after- 
noon at the special meeting of council 
called for the purpose. 

A short time ago the councilmen agreed 
on $600, but the mayor vetoed their action 
and said $300 was enough. 

A meeting of the salary committee of the 
general council, consisting of Alderman 
Howell and Councilmen Thompson and Ad- 
amson, met yesterday morning and decided 
after a very lengthy debate to suggest sal- 
aries \of $300 for the city fathers, as pro- 
vided in the Venable act, which is now a 
law. This determination was reached only 
after a thorough discussion of the situation 
in all its details. 

Chairman Howell presented the report to 
the meeting of the council as soon as it 
had been called to order and Mayor King’s 
message on the subject had been read. 

There was considerable debate. Council- 
man L. P. Thomas thought $400 was the 
proper figure for the aldermen and council- 
men, and urged that since Mayor King had 
stated that he would approve an ordinance 
providing for $400 salary he thought the 
council should increase the figure recom- 
mended by the salary committee to $400. 
Councilman Thomas’s motion was defeated 
and the recommendation of the salary 
committee went through with a rush. 

A resolution was adonted asking the Ful- 
ton county members of the legislature to 
secure the passage of a bill authoring a 
change in the charter of Atlanta that will 
authorize the payment of the foilowing 
yearly salaries ‘or members of city boards 
and commissions:

SAY RAILROADS ARE AT FAULT. 


Savannah Complains That She Does 
Not Get Her Share of Cotton. 

Savannah, Ga., November 25.—(Special.) 
A report was made today by a committee 
of the cotton exchange charging the rail- 
roads with the fault in Savannah receiving 
less than her proportionate share of cotton 
this season. 

The railroads running to Norfolk were 
charged not only with giving rebates, but 
with taking the cotton at practically 14 
cents less per 100 pounds than the rate at 
which it is brought to Savannah, and the 
difference at Charleston was attributed to 
the fact that there was no terminal 
charge there, Which amounts to 8 cents per 
100 pounds. 

The committee made its report without 
consulting any of the railroad men and was 
Anstructed by the cotton exchange to con- 
tinue its work and to present the railroad 
men these facts and ask their reasons for 
the conditions of affairs as they exist. 

It is said the®report may be somewhat 
different when the railroad men are heard 
from.

Large Contracting Firm of Baltimore 
Fails. 

Baltimore, November 25.—Recelvers were 
appointed today for the Campbell & Zell 
Company. The firm conducted a large bus- 
iness as engineers and contractors and was 
also proprietors of the Enterprise Marine 
and Boiler works and the Enterprise Iron 
works. The total assets of the company on 
October ist were estimated at $432,000 and 
the liabilities at $163,878.

ceivers. The bond was fixed at $100,000 and 
was furnished by the American Bonding 
and Trust Company.

Handsome Structure To Be Erected in Decatur by the County Commis- 
sioners——Stone Mountain Wants To Get It.

When completed, the new courthouse of 
DeKalb county, the plans for which were 
accepted by the county commissioners 
Tuesday, will be one of the prettiest as 
well as one of the finest courthouses to be 
found in the south. 

plans accepted were drawn by the 
firm of Golucke & Stewart, of this city, 
Thé building is to be of DeKalb county 
granite and will be classic in style, looking 
like a miniature reproduction of the Geor- 
gia state capitol. 

DeKalb county has been in need of a 
new courthouse for many years, but the 
county commissioners have put off the 
pbuilding of it in order to wait for better 
times when money would not be 80 scarce. 

very grand jury of the county which 
has met for several years past has recom- 
mended the building of a new courthouse, 
but on account of the stringency of the 
times the commissioners postponed the 
building. 

The old courthouse is a small building 
and that is very unsuitable for the 
great volume of business done in the coun- 
ty of DeKalb. It is small and there is not 
room enough in it for the valuable papers 
and for offices. The county officers are 
crowded and valuable papers and books of 
records are in danger of being lost by the 
erowded condition of the building. 

The present county commissioners de- 
cided that the courthouse should be erected 
at once: In order to raise the money with 
which to build, they proposed to levy a 
special tax large enough to erect a building 
in keeping with the old county of De- 
Kalb. 

How the tax was levied has been told. 
The commissioners, though the people ob- 
jected very seriously, went ahead and lev- 


ied the tax. The people, seeing that they 
could not prevent this without acting to- 
gether, called a mass meeting. The meet- 
ing was held at the old courthouse and at 
this meeting resolutions were adopted ask- 
ing the commissioners to repeal the tax 
and allow the people to say whether or not 
bonds should be ‘issued. If, after voting 
on the question, the people said that bonds 
be issued, then those who objected to the 
special tax would withdraw their objec- 
tions. 
to the special tax, the commissioners went 
ahead and levied it. They had determined 
to build a new courthouse and intended to 
carry out their determination. 

The resolutions failing to have any ef- 
fect on the commissioners, it was then pro- 
posed that the county site be moved to 
Stone Mountain and the new courthouse 
be erected there. Petitions were circulated 
asking for an election on the question and 
two-thirds of the voters signed this peti- 
tion, with the result that the election was 
called for the 3d day of December. 

In the meantime the tax had been levied 
and the greater portion of it, so it is said, 
collected. Thus have the county commis- 
sioners carried out their determination to 
build a new courthouse. The election will 
be held on the 3d of December, but it is 
the general opinion that it will result in 
the county site remaining where it is. 

The county commissioners will advertise 
for bids and within sixty days the contract 
for the courthouse will be let. Work will 
then be commenced on it and be pushed 
to a rapid completion. If the work goes 
on as smoothly as is expected, the county 
of DeKalb will have a new courthouse by 
this time next year despite the fact that 
the citizens of the county objected to it.

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Three plans have been pre Mr.

“I was over in Alabama a few days 
ago,” says the freight representative of a 
Aarge railway system, “and I called on the 
manager of a large iron works to get some 
business. I had just read in his home paper 
an article copied from a Chicago paper giv- 
ing a list of mills and furnaces and other 
industries which had started up since Mc- 
Kinley‘s election. This particular furrnace 
was in the list. I said to my friend that I 
read about his furnace putting on extra 
men and running extra time and having 
plenty of orders ahead. 

“I would like te get some business from 
you,” I remarked te him. 

“He replied that the statement which I 
had read was entirely false, so far as it 
related to his company—the Hercules, of 
Anniston. ‘Instead of putting on extra 
men, I have had to reduce my force. I 
only ran two days last week. 1 shall proba- 
bly have to shut down four days next week, 
and may not be able to run at all the week 
after that. There is not a word of truth in 
the report that we have orders ahead and 
I have complained to the editor of the 
paper on the ground that a statement of 
that character was calculated to keep or- 
ders away from us. If a man has an order 
to place and he sees we are full wp, he gets 
afraid that we cannot fill his ordér prompt- 
ly and he puts it somewhere else.’ 

“I noticed that of three Chattanooga con- 
cerns reported in the same Chicago paper 
as having started up, One did not exist at 
all. Another had been shut down for two 
years and has not been started up and will 
not be, and the other is still closed. 

“I have no doubt that a great many of 
the concerns, if investigated, would show 
up just the same way. Those lists of con- 
cerns which are said .to have started up 
since the election are probably fictitious, I 
know that in four instances the report was 
absolutely groundless. On the other hand, 
however, we read every day of failures and 
reductions in force. 

“The advance agent of prosperity has not 
accomplished much yet for the country, so 
far as I can see. I notice that the rail- 
roads are complaining of poor business. 
Some of them have had a much worse 
month than October, and it was bad 
enough. 

“In this connection The Railway Age, a 
strong goldbug paper, publishes an inter- 
esting article giving its observations on 
the subject.”’

New York, November 25.—The European

THE STOCK MARKET. 


St. Paul’s Poor Earnings Adversely 


Affect the Standard Issues. 

New York, November 25.—Trading at the 
stock exchange was moderate again today, 
the sales footing up 174,164 shares. In this 
total Reading figured for 26,90 shares, 
Leather preferred for 22,500, St. Paul for 
22.300 and Burlington and Quincy for 17,000 
shares. The course of prices was irregular 
throughout. At the opening the prominent 
issues scored losses owing to lower quota- 
tions from London and the poor showing 
made by the St. Paul road for the third 
week of November. For the period named 
the decrease in gross earnings was over 
$121,000. The October statement, now about 
due, it is generally believed, will show a 
heavy loss in net earnings. In tbe indus- 
trials Leather preferred, Chicago Gas and 
Consolidated Gas were positively weak. 
The first named dropped from 63 to 59%, 
and the bulk of the selling was attributed 
to holders who were disappointed at the 
smallness of the dividend declared yester- 
day. Consolidated Gas, which recently 
enjoyed sharp rise, fell back to 3% to 164 
on realizations, and finally recovered to 
164144. Chicago Gas ran off a point to 73% 
ex-dividend. The reaction was also credit- 
ed to liquidations. Sugar fell about 1 per 
cent on the announcement of the closing of 
the refineries for repairs. Subsequently the 
entire list moved up and a part of the early 
loss of 4@% per cent was recovered. Man- 
hattan, Western Union, Metropolitan Trac- 
tion and American Spirits were notably 
firm. Spirits preferred bounded up from 
30% to 3344 on reports of a new trade deal.

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THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Wheat Opened Wild but Became Quiet, 
Closing 21-2 Cents Higher. 


Chicago, November 25.—Wheat had a wid 
opening and comparatively quiet market 
for the rest of the day’s session. Liver- 
pool quotations, which for some time past 
have been tardy in response to our 
strength, were up 34@3'ted at the start this 
morning, and our market, in order to im- 
ply accord with them, began 2c above 
where it closed last night. For probably 
fifteen minutes there was sharp, active 
trading, but when sellers of calls had pro- 
tected themselves, stop loss orders exe- 
cuted and satisfied holders realized, bus- 
iness became quiet, and until the close re- 
mained in that condition, excepting when 
once in a while some professional came in 
as a buyer or seller of a moderate quanti- 
ty. Closing Liverpool advices gave a slight 
decline from the early outside figures. May 
wheat opened from 84 to 83%4c, sold down to 
82%c, closing at 83%4c, 14@1%c hgher than 
yestergay. Cash wheat was firm and lc 
per bushel higher. 

Corn was firm, without isdplaying any 
of the buoyancy which was a feature of 
the leading grain market. Privileges on 
corn sold at a very close range last night, 
and any movement either upward or down- 
ward was met with the opposition inc dent 
to trading against them. Moreover, there 
was no belief in the stability of any boom 
that might take place, hence the speculat- 
ive caution. May corn opened at 27%c, 
sold between 27% and 27i%c, closing at 274%@ 
273@c, 4c over yeterday. Cash corn was 
firm and \c higher. 

Oats were not endowed with anything 
worthy of attention or menition.. Business 
was local and very light. Firmness in the 
tone was due to the strength prevailing 
in the other markets. May oats closed \o 
per bushel higher. Cash oats were steady. 
Provisions—Speculation in product was of 
light proportions and tthe feeling was easy, 
with prices showing declines from yester- 
day. The hog market showed .weakness, 
and that was the convincing argument for 
a similar tone in provisions. Prices par- 
tially recovered before the close on cover- 
ing by shorts. January pork closed 2%c 
lower, January lard 24%@5c lower and Jan- 
uary ribs 2c higher.

Prime on Agricultural Conditions. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

Dwight, Il., November 21.—The general 
conditions of the northwest and southwest 
for the last fourteen days have been fa‘rly 
normal. We have had no bad storms of 
rain or snow to interfere with the impor- 
tant work which is now going on all over 
the corn belt. 

The excitement connected with the elec- 
tion had the effect to delay corn gathering 
lately and also put a stop to the seeding of 
winter wheat in the most southern latitudes 
of the wheat belt. The election having 
been settled, farmers have now returned 
to.the legitimate duties of the farm, which, 
at this season of the year, consist in the 
winter wheat belt of the finishing up of 
seeding, the gathering of corn and the 
marketing of the results of the present 
harvest of 1896. 

Today we are about in this shape. We 
have no snow upon the ground, which is 
a very favorable condition, particularly as 
affecting the gathering of the corn crop. 
We have ltttle frost in the ground and 
temperature just low enough to put a stop 
to the growth of fall vegetation. Our coun- 
try road generally are good, but the gath- 
ering of the corn over a very large area 
of the corn belt practically puts a stop 
to grain eliveries. 

The winter wheat crop, in which more 
than usual interest will be evinced from 
how on until harvest is in fairly good 
shape, generally considered better than it 
was a year ago at this date, from the fact 
that we have no insects this fall so far 
to contend with, the presence of which

The provisions market was weak early 
on the heavy market for hogs at the yards, 
but later rallied on some good local buying. 
Lack of speculation seems te be the main 
depressing influence.

NO TIME NOW TO CUT RATES 

Perhaps if the Executive Officers 


Were To Confer Again an Under- 
standing Might Be Reached. 


The talk of a railroad rate war is very 
much like the rumors of a European wal, 
which are set adrift every year. They 
float about like a derelict at sea. It 1s no- 
body’s special business to chase them down 
and sink them, and so they keep on riding 
the waves of gossip umtil they get water 
logged and disappear. 

Some of the northern gossip mongers 
have almost involved the Seaboard and 
the Southern in another war, but an unu- 
sually good authority says that war is not 
so imminent as might be inferred. 

“T think that the expressions of Mr. St. 
John and Mr. Hoffman have been mistn- 
derstood by those who have quoted them 
in the papers,” said a railroad man yester- 
day who keeps up with the situation. “‘To 
one who is not familiar with all that has 
gone on the statements of the Seaboard 
Officials may seem to be belligerent. But 
in the light of what has gone before, they 
have another meaning altogether. Some 
things have occurred that have not been 
told publicly, and the representatives of 
the two roads are not so far apart as might 
be imagined. It is a business proposition 
that the previous war started over. Mr. 
Spencer was in Europe at the time. Now 
he is on the scene, and, I think, will deal 
with the question in rather a different 
way from that which was adopted last 
July. Again, the Southern has a very con- 
servative factor in its organization in Vice 
President Finley. He is broad-gauged and 
one of the great points about Mr. Finley 
is that he always looks ahead for revenue. 
Messrs. St. John and Hoffman got enough 
glory out of the last fight to satisfy any 
ordinary men. St. John demonstrated that 
he can put up a brilliant pesressive war, 
win laurels for his own company and keep 
the enemy guessing. 

“If all the parties were to get together 
again and have a quiet conference, such 
as they had once before, Keep it confiden- 
tially and work along for a while on a 
compromise, I believe sdQ@me agreement 
could be reached. Something of that kind 
would help securities of all roads in the 
south, for so long as demoralization is 
impending investors will keep out of the 
market. 

“There are business reasons apparent to 
traffic men which are strongly against 
rate cutting now. The roads are still haul- 
ing a very fair traffic, and to redure rates 
now would be to throw away so mucn 
good money. The most appropriate time for 
@ rate war is when there is very little bus- 
iness. When everybody has plenty there is 
not likely to be fighting. It is the bone 
that is fought for, not the meat. 

“It is safe to say that there will not be 
an immediate act of hostility, and the re- 
ports to the contrary should not be allowed 
to disturb business and get the merchants 
and manufacturers to believe that they 
sign to go with the Gould lines.

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Verdict for the Defendant Was Re 
Yesterday Morning. 
TRIAL LASTED SEVERAL DAYS 


Many Witnesses Testified and the 
End Was Watched With Inter- 
' est by All Partin. , | 


The case of Thomas Hanlon against Jo- 
seph Hanlon and Patrick Hanlon, whieh 
has been on trial in the superior court be- 
fore Judge Lumpkin, since Friday, w## 
concluded yesterday morning, the jury re 
turning a verdict for the defendants, réepré- 
sented by Kontz & Conyers, thereby con- 
firming the deed under which Joseph Han- 
lon held the property sued for, which 1s 
located on Luckie street, near Harr‘s, and 
which is now of considerable value. 

The charges made by Thomas Hanlon 
were of ahighly sensational character, 
particularly in view of the fact that the 
parties were brothers. Thomas Hanlon 
claimed that by tricks, devices and by tak- 
ing advantage of the confidence of ye 
Clince, an aunt, Joseph Hanlon caused a 
deed to the real estate purchased by Mrs. 
Clince to be made to himself instead of to 
her; that he continued the deception by 
fraudulent representations, and that Mrs. 
Clince had paid the taxes on the property 
as her own up to 1893, and that Joseph 
Hanlon, to further consummate his fraud, 
kept the deed, which was made in 1872, off 
the record until 1893, fearing that his fraud 
might be discovered bv Mrs. Clince, 

Thomas Hanlon claimed the property | 
under a deed made to him by Mrs. Clince 
in May, 1893, and that Joseph Hanlon and 
Patrick Hanlon had purposely gotten him 
drunk and while in this condition had 
caused him to sign two papers in gettle- 
ment of his claim to the property, and 
asked that these papers be canceled, as he 
was not, at the time of signing them, Capa- 
ble of entering into any contract. 

On the trial the defendants, Joseph and 
Patrick Hanlon, introduced evidence show- 
ing that the proverty in question Wus 
bought by Mrs. Clince in 1872; that in- 
stead of having the deed made to herself, 
she gave the property to Joseph Hanlon, 
and caused Mrs. Mary A. McCowan, from 
whom she bought it, to make the deed to 
Joseph Hanlon, who lived with her and 
who had been very kind to her; that Mrs, 
Clince was present in the ordinary’s of- 
fice when the deed was made to Joseph 
Defendants further showed by the records 
that instead of the deed having been kept 
off the records from 1872 till 1893, as 
charged, the deed was duly recorded in 
1873, was kept by Mrs. Clince as custo- 
dian for Joseph Hanlon, and that she fre- 
quently told various parties the property 
belonged to Joseph. 

It also appeared from the evidence that 
Mrs. Clince was in the ninety-fourth year 
at the time of her death, and that the deed 
which she made to Thomas Hanlon was 
made by her in the weakness of her more 
than ninety years. 

In reply to the charge of drunkenness in 
connection with the settlement, witnesses 
testified that at the time of the signing of 
same Thomas Hanlon was not drunk and 
that Thomas Hanlon had gone into posses- 
sion of the property given by Joe in the 
settlement, and was still, at the tume of the 
trial, in the possession of the same; and 
the tax record showed that from 1874 the 
Luckie street property was assessed on 
the city tax assessor’s books to Joseph 
Hanlon, and that he had paid the taxes 
from the time when the property was first 
given to him; and that he had not, there- 
fore, cdticealed his claim to the preperty 
from Mrs. Clince. ‘The evidence further 
showed that in agreeing to a settlement at 
ai no rignt in Tom to the property was ad- 
mitted, but Joseph was about to visit his 
mother in Ireland and wanted to prevent a 
family quarrel with Tom. Many witnesses 
were introduced on both sides. The jury 
returned a verdict in favor of the defend- 
ants, Patrick and Joseph Hanlon. The case 
was vigorously fought from start to finish. 
Thomas Hanion was represented by his 
attorneys, Messrs. Longino & Golightly. 
The defendants, Joseph and Patrick Han- 
lon, were represented by Merars. Kontz & 
Conyers.
